room house can be had for $15 a year. 
while rates and taxes are unknown. 
The houses are built entirely of the 
cream colored stone of which tile island 
is composed, aud which is so soft that 
it can bo cut w ith a saw into blocks OI 
slabs of any desired size or shape.

while the Maltese builder is digging up 
his foundation he is at the same tim* 
getting out the material for his walls, 
his flooring aud his roof.—Philadelphia 
Inquirer.
